MEERSCHAUM. 


How It Ii Mined and Dried and Prepared 


For Market. 


Meerschaum is extracted in the same 


\vay as ooaJ. JPitg float 25 feetftp 185 
feet deep are dug, and as" soon as the 
vein is struck horizontal galleries, 
sometimes of considerable length, are 
made, bnt more than two galleries are 
seldom to be fonnd in one pit. The 
stouo as extracted is called "ham tash" 
(rough block) aud is softenonghto.be 
easily cut with a knife. It is white, 
with a yellowish tiut, and is covered 
with a red clayey soil of about ono inch 
thick. Iii this state the blocks are pnr- 
. chased by dealers on the spot, not by 
weight uor by measurement, bnt ac- 
cording to approximate quantity, either 
per load of three sacks or per cartload, 
the price varying from £5 to £30 per 
load, aecordiug to quality. These rough 
blocks we dried and subjected to cer- 
tain preparation before being conveyed 
to Eski-Shehir. Some of them are au 
small ns a walnut, while others attain 
(ho size of a cubic foot. Those which 
combine regularity of surface and sizo 
nro tl:o best. The manipulation required 
before they are ready for exportation is 
long nnd costly. The clayey soil attach- 
ed is removed and the meerschaum 
dried. In summer exposure for five or 
six clays to tho sun's rays suffices, but 
in winter n room heated to the required 
temperature is 'required, and the dry- 
ing process takes eight or ten days. 
When well dried, the blocks are woll 
cleaned and polished. Then they are 
sorted into about 12 classes, each class 
being packed with great care iu sepa- 
rate cases and each block being wrapped 
in cotton wool.—Engineering and Min- 
ing Journal 


Training a Locomotive. 


It may not be generally known that 


locomotives intended for express trains 
require as much training, in their way, 
for fast ruuuiug as do race horses. The 
Pennsylvania Railroad company builds 
its own digits, and those built for ex- 
press trains are known ns class P. They 
are very largo nnd built, with slight va; 
nations, after the pattern of the big 
English engine imported into this coun- 
try several years ago, aud which at that 
linie wns n curiosity in its way. When 
ono of there big engines is taken out of 
tho shops to be placed on tho road, in- 
stead of putting it to the work it is in- 
tended for at once it is run for two or 
threo weeks on some one of tho local 
branches in order to train it, so to speak, 
for faster running. By this means all 
tho bearings and journals connected 
with tho running gear become settled 
to their work, for should any thing about 
tho new machine not work harmonious- 
ly there is ample time to adjust the de- 
fect. . Usually tho new engine proves 
troublesome on account of its propensity 
to make fast time, and at almost every 
station tho train is found to be a little 
ahead of schedule time nnd must wait 
for from ten seconds to a minute.—Phil- 
adelphia Record.

The Demand for Silver Expected to 


Steadily Increase. 


EQUAL 
SUEMritAGU 
CONVENTION. 


A State Mass Convention is called by 


the National American Woman Suf- 
frage Association to meet at Reno uest 
Tuesday, Octobor 29tb, for the purpose 
of organizing a State Equal Suffrage 
Association. The question of amend- 
ing the Constitution of Nevada, so as 
to accord to intelligent women a priv- 
ilege now enjoyed by the most ignorant 
men, will come before the next Legis- 
lature and if there is favorable action 
by that body the proposed amendment 
will be submitted to the qualified elect- 
ors for ratification at the general elec- 
tion in 1898. 


Wyoming and Colorado give women 


the elective franchise. The new Con- 
stitution of Utah, which is to bo sub- 
mitted to tho people of that Territory 
in November next, provides for equal 
suffrage. Nevada, which is in the van- 
guard on the silver question, should 
not be in the rear on the suffrage ques- 
tion. The Legislature last Winter pro- 
posed an equal suffrage amendment to 
the Constitution. If the next Legis- 
lature ratifies that amendment, ut it 
doubtless will, then it \villbesubmittej 
to the people, and in 1898 tho women of 
the State can go to the polls and have 
a voice in determining who shall make 
and administer the laws.

Professor Hellprin Corrects Some Popular 


Misconceptions Abont It, 


As with many of the foreign countries, 


there is a wrong impression existing in 
tho minds even of well bred persons 
with reference to the nature of the pen- 
insula of Greenland. It is supposed to be 
a cheerless waste of ico and snow, and 
indeed a land of desolation. On first ac- 
quaintance the country does not seem 
calculated to inspire enthusiasm, but 
this feeling soon wears away and the 
returned traveler from Greenland is 
sruittra with "the arctic fever," tho 
principal symptom of which is a long- 
ing to retuin to theso northern shoi'os. 
Piofct-bur Augclo HeiJpriu, in his inter- 
est JLIJJ account of tlio Peary relief expe- 
dition oc udncted by him, thus speaks of 
Gicoulaud: 


"Oiit'o the foot hns been set upon the

ows, over 'forests' of diminutive birch 
and willow. 


"Here and there a stray bee hums in 


search of sweets among the pollen 
grains, while, from afar, woven through 
the music of gurgling rills and brooks, 
come the melodious strains of thousands 
of mosquitoes, who ever cheerfully lend 
their aid to give voico to tho landscape. 
Above this peaceful scene tower the dark 
red cliffs of basalt, which from a height 
of 2,000 feet look down on»sea of 
Mediterranean loveliness, bine as the 
waters of Villafranca and calm as tho 
surface of au interior lake. Over its 
bosom float hundreds of icebergs, tho 
output of tho great Jacobshavn glacier, 
50 nulei to the eastward, scattered like 
flocks of white sheep in pasture. 


"Snch was tho summer picture of tho 


region about Di^co as it was found by 
the writer in tuo successive- seasons. 
There was littlo of that Greenland look 
about it nhioh v;o habitually associate 
•with the HKIOU, Jjothmgof thosoterrors 
whic'i fo liio avaago mind reflect the 
qualities of the aictic world."
